He may have helped to wipe out the 
Pequot nation in a day.“ Anyway, 
the Puritan braves were pleased with 
the country, went back and brought on 
their families under Davenport in 1638. 
Then in 1639 all the settlements com- 
bined. The naming of a son in the 
Hampton Johnson line “Return’’ seems 
to indicate achange of base. I only 
know that John Johnson came from 
somewhere to Ipswich and bought land 
of the town which was described and 
sold by Thomas, his son, in 1715, about 
a year after his death. In 1659 the 
county court records for Norfolk on 
the Merrimac give the exemption from 
military service of John Johnson, then 
a man of fifty and in 1683 when Susanna 
dies she is called the wife of John 
Johnson. He is on our list of those 
who took the oath of allegiance in 1678 
when the John, son of Thomas, called 
John Jr. was only nine years of age 
and none were listed below the age of 
sixteen. In 1695 a transfer of land to 
this same Juhn Jr. from the Haverhill 
John whom we know to be from the 
Charlestown family indicates John's 
existence here. In 1714 he ‘‘swaps’’ 
to his son-in-law,the husband of Hanna 
Johnson, for a meadow, the land I 
bought of Francis Faulkner,“ speaking 
of a deed to his son, which included 
“the meadow called Job's Folly’ which 
I bought of the town.’ John signs 
his name. This interesting document 
is in Vol. 29, page 172 of the Register 
of Deeds office at Salem. 

In 1715 Thomas, his son, heir to 
John Johnson deceased, formerly living 
in Ipswich and now of Andover” (mean- 
ing at his death) for £4 paid by Alex- 
ander Lovell of Ipswich (perhaps an 
ancestor of the Lovell Faulkner who 
returns here years later) transfers land 
“with common rights granted my father 
by said town.’’ The story of the court 
records at Norfolk, where our good 
grandmothers paid fines for wearing silk 
hoods, those escaping giving us the 
clue to the “long pockets,“ also has its 
grief for our John. His children were

BRYAN ATTACKS THE FORT. 


A Picture of Byran in his Attack on Gold 


and the “Plutocrats.”

Not since the memorable: Cleveland 


ratification meeting in 1892 has there 
assembled in this auditorium, the larg- 


est in the city, such a crowd as came 
last night, chiefly through curiosity, to 
watch and listen to the man of many 
metophors from the country of the 
Platte. Everything had been done by 
the amateur managers to make this a 
grand culmination of Mr. Bryan’s 
spectacular trip to the East. The out- 
come of the imperfect arrangements 
was nothing short of a campaign dis- 
grace. 

As the great audience sat there 
sweltering it cared not for the band, for 
the chairman or for Governor Stone. 
Its one interest and curiosity was cen- 
tered upon the young elocutionist who 
had thus boldly come among the people 
of the East, to declare before them that 
to be happy and prosperous they must 
have Free Silver and must not have 
rich men. And as the audience 
awaited the entrance of the evening’s 
actor, the audacity and novelty of Mr. 
Bryan’s political coup in coming to the 
states and to the city which pre-emi- 
nently stands for sound money, added 
a stimulus to their expectations. 

As Mr. Bryan came upon the plat- 
form the multitude rose to its feet and 
there began nota shout, not an ap- 
plause, but a deep reverberating roar. 
In vain Chairman Elliot Danforth ham- 
mered his desk for order; in vain he 
looked pleadingly over that vast surg- 
ing crowd; for nearly twenty minutes 
the tumult continued before the meet- 
ing could be opened. 

When the man who had come from 
Nebraska to make the effort of his life 
faced those twelve thousand people, 
the first impression he made upon them 
was that of physical sturdiness. His 
figure is thick-set, his shoulders ex- 
ceptionally broad. The complexion 
leans toward the swarthy. As in his 
portraits, Mr. Bryan’s nose is greatly 
in prominence, His mouth is exceec- 
ingly wide and exceedingly thin - the 
typical oratorical lips. The eyebrows 
are jet black. The jaw is square and 
heavy. Mr. Bryan did not appear in 
his proverbially careless attire. The 
clean white shirt front, the low white 
collar, the spotless white tie, and the 
spotless cutaway coat of black bore 
evidence of Mr. Bryan's watchfulnese. 

At times Mr. Bryan’s oratory was 
magnetic, even hypnotic to a certain 
degree, at other times it lapsed into 
wearisome promises. His voice was 
clear, his gestures graceful. He fol- 
lowed the type written copy of his 
speech too closely to be as effectual as 
otherwise, and it was only when he 
laid aside the document previous to 
closing that the audience fully warmed 
up to the speaker. Mr. Bryan is strik- 
ingly like Edwin Booth, in voice and 
bearing. His sentiments were those 
rather of emotion than of logic. There 
was an abundance of fine figures of 
speech, a sparcity of facts and statis- 
tics. Every word and gesture of the

A NOVEL RACING MATCH. 


Tobogganing Down a Ron on Rocking 
Horses to Decide a Wager. 


There is no knowing what an Eng- 
lishman will not do to decide a bet. 
Men have jumped across dining tables, 
mounted upon untractable steeds—yea, 
and even kissed their own mothers-in- 
law—in order to settle a wager. In fine, 
it ought to be an established maxim 
among us by this time that, given a cer- 
tain number of impossibilities and an 
equal number of young Englishmen, 
those impossibilities will not long re- 
main such, provided they be made the 
subjects of bets.

In the second course Lord William 
Manners again had the advantage as far 
as Casper’s Corners, where Mr. Gibson 
again tried to pass him on the inside, 
but being jockeyed by his opponent his 
horse swung round and proceeded down 
the ran tail foremost, but leading.

IN HUB M d MARKETS, 


Advance Will Soon Soon Be Shown 
In Butter Trade. 


Upward Tendencv In Cheese Eggs Dull 
and Unsatisfactory—Potatoes Plentifal 
und Cheap —Live Stock Quotations, 


Boston, Aug. 12.—The butter market 
has a stronger tone this week, and prices 
have taken an upward turn. An advance 
of % to 1 cent is quoted in the west, and 
New York has gained % a cent. Buyers 
here are slow to respond, but enough 
business was done to show that some ad- 
vance would soon be established here. 

This is no more than what might be 
expected at this season. Prices have 
been on a low basis for several weeks 
past, and now, when there is a large 
falling in the make, a prospect of a bet- 
ter home trade and a growing export de- 
mand, a rise of % to 1 cent on fine, fresh 
stock, is no more than reasonable. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the trade that foreigners could buy our 
finest creamery at 15 to 16 cents per 
pound. Heretofore they had to pay 20 
cents or more for it. Consequently they 
took very little of it, and confined their 
purchases to the lowest grades, some- 
ee that few of our own people would 
ea 

But now that the English people know 
what our fine fresh creamery butter is, 
they may want a good deal of it, if we 
do not put our prices too high. They 
may stand a slight rise, but dealers 
should be careful not to crowd them too 
fast. There is a large surplus in this 
ccuntry, and a foreign outlet is much 
needed. 

Everybody in the trade knows how 
much benefit last year’s export move- 
ment was tothe market. Without it we 
should have had to sacrifice a good deal 
of stock. How much the present move- 
ment will amount to it is hard to tell. 
It is coming earlier than last year, and 
may be larger, as a great drought is re- 
ported in England, but the markets 
abroad so far do not warrant much of an 
advance, 

The exports last week from Boston, 
New York and Montreal aggregated 
26,078 tubs, including 2000 tubs from Bos- 
ton, 14,904 tubs from New York, and 9174 
tubs from Montreal. Buyers are oper- 
ating pretty freely this week, and the 
shipments promise to be larger. A year 
ago the total exports from the three 
ports were only 2171 tubs. 

The receipts of butter at Boston last 
week were 24,794 tubs and 14,652 boxes, a 
total weight of 1,140,371 pounds, against 
1,260,909 pounds for the week previous. 
For the corresponding week last year 
the total weight was 1,415,849 pounds. 
This statement shows a falling off in 
receipts as compared with weeks previ- 
cus of 120,538 pounds, and as compared 
with last year of 275,478 pounds. 

Under the influence of a boom in the 
country, the cheese market has to be 
quoted higher, and the best northern 
stock cannot now be obtained here under 
7% cents. It should bring more on the 
basis of cost, tut trade here is light, and 
buyers will have to be worked up grad- 
ually. The selling rate shall be 7% to 8 
cents. 

Reports from the Canadian cheese 
market indicates an advance at all 
points. 

The egg market has been dull and un- 
Batisfactory. Most of receipts are greatly 
injured by the heat, and the shrinkage is 
very large. Most sales of western at 12 
to 12% cents, but very few are good 
enough to bring over 12 cents. Eastern 
fresh command 15 to 16 cents, if all right, 
but injured lots go as low as western. 
Stock in cold storage was reduced 520 
cases, and stands at 73,715 cases, against 
86,874 cases same time last year. 

Potatoes are in large supply and sell- 
ing low. 

Apples, peaches and other fruit are 
plentiful and cheap. 


LIVE STOCK MARKET. 

Northern and eastern beef cattle— 
The supply was light, and the demand 
easy, with no change in values from 
those quoted last week. Drovers still 
maintain that farmers will not dispose 
ef stock at present prices, unless from 
necessity. 

Milch cows and springers—The supply 
was light and the demand moved slow. 
A few very choice milch cows were of- 
fered. 

Sheep and lambs—The offering on the 
market were so small that it would not 
justify in making any criticism, either 
on the activity or values. The supply 
from the west was consigned to home 
slaughterers, and values were the same 
as last week. 

Veal calves—The supply. was light and 

the demand moved slowly. The warm 
weather of the past week has had a dam- 
aging effect upon the dressed veal trade! 
Values show a slight change in favor of 
buyers, when quality is considered. 

Western beef cattle—The receipts, ex- 
cept a few carloads, were all for the ex- 
port trade. Cattle suitable for this 
branch of trade have been costing higher 
in the west. 

Swine—A great many were consigned 
to home slaughterers. Northern and 
eastern were in light supply, A e from 
4%@4Kc per Ib, dressed weight 

Prices of hides, tallow and skins— 
Brighton hides, 4@4%c per fb; tallow, 
308% per Ib; country hides, 3@8%c per 
tb; tallow, 1e per Ib; pelts each;

Contrary to expec- 
tation, he was not arraigned for theft or 
burglary, but for the murder of Fred- 
eric N. Strange, aged 20, on the evening 
of June 22. Willis was pale, but cool, 
and eyed the crowd as if he were the 
central figure in a show. In a clear voice 
he walved examination, and was ordered 
to jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. 

The reason why Willis was arraigned 
for the Strange murder is as follows: 
The police were diligently searching all 
day Saturday and Sunday for the mask, 
the hidden wheel which was taken on 
the night of the tragedy, and a reddish 
haudkerchief,- which was supposed to 
have figured at that time, and at the 
raid in Pierce’s store in Raynham. Willis 
apparently felt that the search was going 
on and was restless and uneasy. He kept 
up his bravado, and spoke about his rob- 
bing exploits as if he were a hero, but 
the officers detected an undercurrent of 
anxiety, as if he feared that something 
yet would be unearthed which would 
tasten more than a robbery upon him. 
Finally, he took the police into his con- 
fidence and admitted that he was the man 
who stole Bosworth's wheel on the night 


probably due to the fact that most physi- 
¢ians only recently acquired a personal 
knowledge of the wheel and the errors its 
abuse leads to. 

It is claimed by all cyclers that this 
‘‘hump”’ is absolutely necessary to secure 
the speed that they desire. The handle 
bars must be low and the saddle high in 
order to increase the momentum by the 
natural inertia of the moving body. 

Bichat, a famous French anatomist, 
first discovered that adult spines curved a 
little toward the right side and explained 
the fact by showing that there was more 
strain upon the muscles of the right side 
in consequence of the right hand being 
more active than the left, and Beclard sub- 
stantiated this theory by several casos 
where the curvature was directed toward 
the left in persons who were left handed. 

In bicycling the strain is fairly even up- 
on the muscles of the back and sides, but 
it is to the vertebra, or bones of the spine, 
that this continued stooping brings great 
danger. 

The anterior or inner surface of the nor- 
mal spinal column describes a slight curve 
from the first dorsal to the first lumbar

Painters’ pickle for removing old paint 
is made as follows: Mix 144 pounds of 
stone potash, 1}4 to 2 pounds of soft soap 
and a half pound of washing soda together 
and stir into a gallon of water. The pickle 
should then be boiled till the potash is 
melted. Apply this with a brush, k it 
in well, then let it stand for several hours. 
The work must afterward be washed thor- 
oughly with strong hot soda water, using 
no soap. N. B.—Great care must be taken 
in using this pickle, as it discolors the fin- 
ger nails and takes the color out of any- 
thing it touches.

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DUE NOTIFICATION. 


Bryan and Sewall Both Accept 
Nominations. 


Immense Crowd In Madison Square Gar- 


den Witnesses the Ceremony—Addresses 
Big Crowd Outside After the Meeting. 


New York, Aug. 13.—Willlam Jen- 
nings Bryan of Nebraska and Arthur 


Sewall of Maine, were last night for- 
mally notified of their nomination by the 
Demecratic party for the offices of Presi- 
dent and vice president, at a meeting in 


the big Madison Square Garden, which 
was a notable political event, and a re- 


markable climax to the remarkable tour 
of the presidential candidate across half 


the continent. An army of unnumbered 


thousands filled the streets for several 
squares. about the building, in a vain 


hope of securing admission. 
Notwithstanding the excellence of the 


police arrangements, the multitude of 


people who gathered in Madison Square 
park, and on Madison avenue and 
Twenty-sixth street, made several wild 
rushes to break through the lines. Twice 
was the crowd successful in reaching the 
doors of the garden, only to be driven 
back by the police, who acted with as 
much forbearance as the emergency 
permitted. Night sticks were raised, 
but only in a few instances did they fall. 
Only one man, so far as the police knew, 
was hurt in these rushes. In the hall, 
which was a fiery furnace, Mr. Bryan 
spoke to 20,000 ticket holders for nearly 
two hours. 

His address dealt almost entirely with 
the financial question; was more argu- 
mentative, and less eloquent than his 
bistorical Chicago speech, which won for 
him a presidential nomination, and only 
in a closing appeal to the citizens of New 
York did he speak in the strain which 
had captured the Chicago convention. 
He was surrounded by many of the sil- 
ver leaders, some of whom had been 
rival aspirants for his place on the 
ticket. The Democratic leaders of New 
York, with the exception of Former 
State Treasurer Elliot Danforth, who 
presided over the meeting, and Con- 
gressman William Sulser, who organ- 
ized the first Bryan club in the state, 
were absent. 

Mr. Bryan read from manuscript, but 
occasionally he dropped the sheets of 
paper and spoke earnestly and vehem- 
ently without looking at them. During 
Mr. Bryan's speech he was frequently 
interrupted by cheers of approval. His 
reference to the income tax was loudly 
cheered, as was also his reference to the 
sale of bonds. 

The audience also manifested approval 
at various stages of his free silver argu- 
ment. When some of the more telling 
points in this discussion were reached 
the audience yelled with all its might. 

Mr. Sewall's speech of acceptance was 
very brief. He said that the Chicago 
convertion was the greatest and most 
earnest convention in the history of the 
party. It was closer and more in touch 
with the people. The delegates were 
there to voice the sentiments of their 
constituents, the people of the party, 
for the people of the party controlled 
and conducted that convention. Mr. 
Sewall declared that unequivocally and 
through sincere congratulation he en- 
dorsed the platform on which he had 
been nominated, 

“I believe we are right; the people are 
with us, and what the people declare in 
is always right and must prevail. I ac- 
cept the nomination, and with the peo- 
ple’s confirmation every effort of which 
God shall render me capable will be 
exerted in support of the principles in- 
volved.” 

After the notification meeting, Mr. 
Bryan was. driven to the Hotel Bar- 
tholdi, facing Madison square, where he 
spoke again, standing on a balcony with 
Mr.-Sewall and Mrs. Bryan, who shared 
with her husband all the honors and at- 
tention of the day. This second au- 
dience, standing in the streets, seemed 
to be composed mostly of workingmen, 
and Mr. Bryan exhorted them to 
support the cause of free silver, with one 
of the most effective open air speeches 
which he has made in the campaign. 

Lesser lights of the party held over- 
flow meetings on the streets, and made 
speeches during the garden meeting, so 
that the opening of the Democratic 
campaign in the city made an extra- 
ordinary exciting night. 


Disease Spread by Milkman, 

Cambridge, Mass., Aug. 12.—A large 
number of typhoid fever cases having 
appeared near Central square, Dr. Farn- 
bam and Professor Sedgwick of the state 
board of health have, they believe, traced 
the cause to an employe of a local milk 
man, who has been suffering from the 
disease, and, the physicians think, has 
communicated the germs to the milk 
cans. The milkman has been ordered 
to discontinue the serving of milk, and 
has done so. 


Fands Ranning Low. 

Boston, Aug. 13.— The gypsy moth com- 
trissioners have had to discharge about 
25 men, and more will go soon, as the 
funds have been nearly expended. The 
appropriation made was $100,000, and the 
state board of agriculture wanted $250,- 
000. The plan is to discharge the men as 
slowly as possible, without going out - 
side the limit of the appropriation. 
About all the work of the commission is 
how confined to Malden. 


Charges Withdrawn, 

Boston, Aug. 12.—At a meeting of the 
executive committee of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Labor, last night, 
resolutions were adopted, withdrawing 
charges against W. M. Crane of Dalton. 
At a meeting of the committee, on Aug. 
4, Mr. Crane was charged with being a 
stockholder in a non-union newspaper. 
The committee found that the charges 
were not proven upon investigation, 


Wages Slashed All Round. 

Manchester, N. H., Aug. 11. — The 
Forsaith Machine company of this city, 
employing 300 men, yesterday put into 
effect a heavy cut-down on the salaries 
and wages. The pay of officers and all 
men receiving Upwards of $4 a day is re- 
duced 20 per cent, and the others from 
6 to 15 per cent, according to pay received. 


Textile Mill Suspends. 

Providence, Aug. 12.—A meeting of 
creditors of the Mapleville mills has been 
called for. The mills, located in Burrill- 
ville, make fancy cassimeres. The con- 
cern is capitalized for $190,000, and owes 
about $60,000. It leases the manufactur- 
Ing plant, and its assets are largely 
merchandise.

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‘WEATHER-CROP BULLETIN. 


Report of the Weather Bureau For the 
Week Ending Aug. 10. 

Boston, Aug. 1. — The following 
weather-crop bulletin is issued by the 
United States agricultural bureau, New: 
England section, J. Warren Smith, di- 
rector: 

The weather in New England for the 
week ending Aug. 10 has been unusually 
hot and sultry, with rain enough gen- 
erally to keep the crops well supplied with 
moisture, Heavy local storms have pre- 
valled. and some light damage has been 
done in northern sections by wind and 
hail, and in central and northern sections 
by lightning. From one to two inches of 
rain fell in the northwestern half of the 
district ‘= tw the week, and from one- 
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growth of fungi and potatoes, grapes, 
pears, etc., are being attacked locally.
